"to tot by gouea be by gone* ;" 
and to take the Bible and only 
tho Bible, to "rule" the church, 
and the minutes of annual meet- 
ing as "advice." 

The officers that had been cast 
off— said, they were willing to 
hurry the past, and to take the 
Bible lor couusethir in nil things; 
but that they enuld not agree to 
take the "advice" of annual 
meeting minutes. This "advice" 
had |.ut them out pf the church, 
and doaircyed the peace and bap 
piness of this church. 

It was not church troubles that 
prevented a union. There was 
no Bible doctrine nor precept 
that kept them apart. What 
was it that prevented the union J 
The German Baptist "discipline," 
this and this only. 

Brother Youaca faithfully 
preached the word for two weeks. 
Every eveniug sinners were invit- 
ed to come forward and accept 
Christ, but no one came. The 
church in its cold and iildttf 
condition, is, certainly not pre- 
pared to care for "babes" in 
Christ.

This is the homo of 
Elder Samuel Murray. Annual 
meeting "advice" Beams not to 
have troubled this church. 

There are ministers in the 
Gemma Baptist church, whe will 
not fellowship Progressive 
Brethren, who t'cllowahip disown- 
ed members from their own 
church. Is this consistent ? It 
certainly is not consistent. Is 
this letting your love be without 
dissimulation T Why can not 
German Baptist fellowship Pro- 
gressive Brethren? If one of 
their members joines the Breth- 


ren, why do they "notify" them, 
that "I can't fellowship you?" 
Is it "love" that prompts them to 
give this notice? Please ex.- 
amine yourselves, brethren, and 
see what it is that causes you to 
■o treat the progressive brethren^ 
May it not be the same spirit 
that prompted the Pharisees to 
diafellowship their brethren who 
confessed Christ ? 

If the gospel is preached, and 
sinners are saved, let us rejoice. 
No diflerence who does the work, 
let ne be glad.

In the 
diflcrent Classes of the Reform- 
ed Church wo have noticed the 
prevalence of the same spirit and 
the indications everywhere of a 
deep religions feeling.

spreading revivals ot religion are 
a I ready iu progress. A system 
of evangelistic work and special 
services have already been put 
into operation in this city, from 
which the most important results 
aro looked for. The Methodist 
churches throughout the conn try- 
are already reporting the preval- 
ence of an unusually fervent re 
vivid spirit, and iu some places 
large accessions. There is indeed 
a vore pleasant outlook in all 
direct ions. Let it he the prayer 
ot every devout heart to the Lord 
of the harvest that these gracious 
expectations bu not disappointed,

In January he will go to 
Cincinnati, and in February to 
Springfield, III. An effort has 
been made to have him visit 
Chicago, but his engagements 
will not at present permit it. 

The best missionary work done 
iu Egypt has been accomplished 
by 1' res by tor urns. In Caire the 
headquarters of the Mission, they 
own $135,000 worth of property ; 
Iu that city there ia a theological 
seminary tor traiuiug native pas- 
tors, who go out to aid the or- 
dniued missionaries, and who 
have the care of some fifty-four 
stations.

North 
Caroliua is as large as England, 
and it has room tor 15,000,000 
more souls than it now possesses. 
Missouri is greater in territory 
than Germany ; and those states 
only comprise a very small part 
of the population of the United 
States. 

There is territory enough aud 
soil that can be made areable to 
accommodate and feed hulf of the 
population of tbe globe within 
the boundaries of tho United 
States. The population that mo 
now have is only a very light 
sprinkling, and no one needs to 
entertain any fears that we will 
be tue thick to thrive within the 
next century.
